It was pointed out that 
of one thousand young people of 
high school graduation age only 
two hundred and fifty enter col­ 
lege. The opinion of leaders in 
the field of higher education is 
that education is not fulfilling its 
obligation until it does something 
about that great majority who is 
not receiving the necessary bene­ 
fits of higher training.
